The public interest is best served, and 
tho most effective patent ex&rn:<ial|on occurs when, at the time an application is being examined, the Office is 
ciwaro ot and evaluates the te£*,hinc»s ol »U information material to paicniabifity. Each individual associated with 
Iho lijlnrj and prosecution ot a patent application has a duly ot candor and good faith in dealing with the Office, 
which include a duty to discioce to the Offico all inlormation Known lo that individual to he material to patentability 
as dcfiflC'd in this section. The duty to disclose information exists with respect to each pending claim until the 
claim is cancelled Or withdrawn from consideration, or the application becomes abandoned. Information material 
to Ihp patentability of a claim that is cancelled or withdrawn from consideration need not be submitted if the 
information is not material to tfu? patentability of any claim remaining under consideration in the application. There 
is no duty lo submit information which is not material to the patentability of any existing claim. The duty to disclose 
ail information known to be material In patentability is deemed to be satisfied il all information known to be material 
lo pntontahlKty of any claim issued m a patent was cried by the Office or submitted 10 the Office in the manner 
picscribed by §£1.97(bMd) sncl 1.98.
